LET US BE FAIR 


A lot of papers are carrying stories 
aobut the wetness—so called—of Gover- 
nor Cox and by their silence leave the im- 
plication that Senator Harding is ‘‘bone- 
dry.’’ : 

We hold no’ brief to speak for. Gover- 
nér Cox—he is*abundantly~able to speak 
for himself. ‘But as a ‘‘dry” we have a 
right to ask folks to be fair in their at- 
tacks. It is not our purpose here to dis- 
cuss at any length the merits of these 
two eminent. Ohioans. Any one who has 
followed the record made by Governor 
Cox must admit that he has been an ag- 
gressive, law-enforcement governor. When 
the’ mayor of Cincinnati stated that he 
could not enforce the Sunday closing law, 

* Cox immediately told him that he could 
and would close them or that ‘he; the gov- 
ernor, would remove an incompetent may- 
or and appoint one who could close them. 
And the saloons were closed on. Sunday. 

Governor Cox has-been neither a _pro- 
ponent nor-an opponent of national arohi+ 

_ bition. But he is for the enforcement of 
the law. 4 

Senator Harding in debating the eigh- 
teenth amendment to the constitution 
made this statement: ‘‘I am in sympathy 
with the opposition tothe resolution 
about the unfairness of adopting a federal 
amendment under the provisions of the 
constitution on a question relating to per- 
sonal liberty.’’ ‘‘I am not. a prohibition- 
ist, Mr. President, and ‘never have pre- 
tended’ to be. I°do not approach this 

-question-from amoral viewpoint, becanse 
I am unable to see it as a great moral 
question.’’ ‘‘If this amendment is sub- 
mitted to the people of the United States 
and receives the sanction of three-fourths 
of the general assemblies, then, if my ten- 
ure.of office still obtains, T am williig'to 
go further and join in a movement to 
make it effective through a process of 
compensation to the business destroyed.’’ 

These are Senator Harding’s own 
words, and are not quoted from a parti- 
san viewpoint, only, but to give our read- 
ers direct information as to. his attitude 
on the. liquor question. 

It occurs to us that if a man is unable 
to see a great‘moral issue involved in 
the liquor question his moral vision must 
be very obttise. : 

If any,dry Democrat will read these 
words, which are of a very recent utter- 
ance, he will have to stretch his dry im- 
agination pretty hard to justify a_bolt- 
ing from Governor Cox, a recognized law- 
enforcement candidate, toa candidate’ 
who is willing to use public funds to com- 
pensate the owners of a business that has 
been outlawed ever since Washington’s 


* administration’ when the Whisky rebillion 


occurred in western Pennsylvania. 


MONEY POWER AGAINST LEAGUE 


Laying aside the. political aspect of the League 
of Nations, (and. it. should never have been 
brought. into partisan politics), the fact re- 
mains that an effective League of Nations that 
will prevent war is improbable, for the simple 
Teason that: the. strongest and most influential 
power on earth is against it, 

The following is taken from the Manchéster 
Guardian, one of the best and sanest newspapers 
of Great Britain, and it speaks volumes: 

“A league of nations that is to be an obstacle 
to. war must be an obstacle to the- ambitions of 
the. great powers. Neither the French nor the 
British Government has. desired such a league of 
nations, for neither was prepared to renounce 


. its ambitions. The peoples of the world are con- 


cerned ‘for peace, economy, the. liberties and. com- 
forts of their life; the governniénts are concerned

for such things as the phosphates of Nauru, the 
oil of Mesopotamia, the contro} of Persia or Syria, 
the advantage of the Prestige that comes’ from 
ruling over other states. These things beth the 
British and French Governments have: valued 
more’ highly than any of the benefits that the 
League of Nations could bestow on mankind.” 

There you have it. The League of Nations 
will be either defeated or made impotent and 
ineffective, not that it is not right, because it is 
right; not that the people do not want it, for 
they do; but because governments are against it, 
and governmens are in the main composed of 
politicians: who are, to a large extent, controlled 
by ‘the many great combinations of capital. 

The great trusts, banks, railroads, shipping in- 
terests, miunitions interest, Wall Street in this 
country and Lombard Street. in London, the great 
financial interests controlling all ‘necessities, all 
niake many millions out of war. They may say 
what they wish, but behind it all is the fact that 
they. are not in favor of ‘anything that will de 
away with thé realization of their financial and 
selfish ambitions, and that is exactly what a 
league of nations, if it prevented war, would do. 

And these monster combinations are big 
enough, strong enough and rich enough,, with 
Shame be it said; to cofitrol world legislation and 
world action tpon any such institution ag a 
league of nations. 

The power of combined -capital has always 
been great enough to either thwart or nullity 
any move on the part of the. masses of. the 
people which conflicted with its selfish schemes 
and ambitions, and the present outlook is that 
it always will be. 


HAPPINESS 


To try to make all the people prosperous is 
good politics, and an effort in the right direction. 

But do not hope to make them. all happy by 
that means. oe 

It can’t be dome. Happiness is a spiritual mat- 
ter, tied up to such things as duty and faith. 
It _is_ consistent with_privation, and though erea- 
ture comforts do favor it, especially because they 
are favorable to health, they do not make it, 
and in exces they shoo it off.
